Middleway Health Foundation (the Foundation) is a California nonprofit public benefit corporation with the mission to
provide on-the-spot mental health assessment, information and referrals to families in crisis in order to reduce the risk
of greater trauma to all family members. The Foundation is spearheaded by Middle Way Health, a for-profit entity
whose sole proprietor is Stephen B. Walker. Middle Way Health wishes to start the Foundation to do public benefit
activities and is donating office space, phones, use of photocopying equipment, paper and other office supplies at no
charge in order to get the Foundation's-charitable activities started. The officers/directors and personnel of Middle Way
Health and the Foundation are mindful of the separate nature and mission of the two distinct entities; The Foundation
exists purely to benefit the public and Middle Way Health exists to provide services for profit. The people served by
Middle Way Health are not the people in crisis situations who will be aided by the Foundation, nor will Middle Way
Health be a beneficiary of referrals made by the Foundation's mental health professionals. If referrals need to be made
outside the Foundation services, we will assist people in accessing those public or private services for which they may be
qualified at that point. All of the Foundation services we seek to provide will be free of charge. Stephen B. Walker, the
owner/operator of Middle Way Health is also the President of the Foundation. His time devoted to the Foundation is pro
bono and completely separate and apart from the activities of Middle Way Health.

Past Activities: Middle Way Health Foundation (hereinafter “the Foundation” ) is a new organization and has no past
activities.

Current Activities: Current activities focus on organizing, incorporating and obtaining a tax exemption. All services and
activities are being conducted by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of
residence or in the offices of Stephen B. Walker.

The mission statement of the Foundation is as follows:

To provide on-the-spot mental health assessment, information, and referrals to families in crisis
In order to reduce the risk of greater trauma to all family members.

Future Activities: Future activities of the Foundation will involve the following five areas:

Program Activities:

The Foundation’s program is the delivery of mental health services primarily to those in the greatest need — those who
are in crises and either cannot afford services/therapy or do not qualify for the existing programs.

We plan on having volunteer or paid licensed psychotherapists and related professions meeting one-on-one with people
at their residence or in our Foundation office, doing consultations, assessments, crises intervention and psychotherapy
when needed.

Currently there is no one-on-one therapy or one-on-one continuing care for the low income population. There also are
no services that meet with people where they live and do assessments and referrals on the spot.

We plan on being a first responder not for 911 emergencies, but for people and families that need help right away and

either cannot or will not go to a regular program or clinic. This would help fill a significant gap in the mental health
service delivery, and hopefully save lives.

These activities will be conducted
by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of residence or in the offices of
Stephen B. Walker. These activities further the objectives of the Foundation by providing appropriate direction,
standards and community contacts to implement the mission of the Foundation.

Communication of Foundation’s Services and Activities

‘The Foundation will position itself as a trusted source for on-the-spot mental health crisis intervention providing

assessment, information and referral to families in need.

Promotion efforts will include:
1. Create awareness of the Foundation and the scope of its services by contacting public and private service
agencies, hot lines, cultural and religious leaders.
2. Establish a Web presence for the Foundation.
3. Capitalize on speaking and networking opportunities to increase the visibility and success of the Foundation.
4. Utilize results tracking system to showcase the needs met and successes of the Foundation’s intervention.

Approximately 20% of total Foundation resources will be devoted to these activities. These activities will be conducted
by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of residence or in the offices of
Stephen B. Walker. These activities further the objectives of the Foundation by increasing public awareness of the
Foundation and thus greater utilization of the Foundation’s services.

with clients and outside referral agencies. In addition, these people must be willing to contribute their time, experme
and some expenses (transportation) pro bono for the period of time it takes for the Foundation’s fund-raising efforts to
reach a level sufficient to allow payment of a small stipend, liability insurance and transportation reimbursement.

All persons recruited will be interviewed by Stephen Walker, at a minimum, and will undergo the necessary background
checks to ensure the health, safety and confidentiality of the Foundation’s clients.

Approximately 15% of total Foundation resources will be devoted to these activities. These activities will be conducted
by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of residence or in the offices of
Stephen B. Walker. These activities further the objectives of the Foundation by providing qualified professionals
working within a defined framework to provide assessment, information and referrals to families in crisis.

Administrative Activities
The Foundation’s Business Plan includes the following elements:

Administrative activities include establishing databases and filing systems for client record keeping, accounting,
maintaining books and records, organizing meetings, coordination of volunteers.and similar activities. Also included is
establishing the Foundation’s business plan and guidelines including: Specify the mental health service gap to be met by
the Foundation; identify target family population and target geographic area; develop the scope and limit of treatments
provided by the Foundation; identify avenues through which the population will gain access to the Foundation

Approximately 10% of total Foundation resources will be devoted to these activities. These activities will be conducted
by volunteer participants, including Stephen B. Walker, almost always in their place of residence or in the offices of
Stephen B. Walker. These activities further the objectives of the Foundation by maintaining the legal status of the
organization, contributing information for promotional activities, and ensuring the Foundation’s continued existence.

ARTICLE |
The name of the corporation is: Middleway Health Foundation, Inc.
ARTICLE Il
A. This corporation is a nonprofit public benefit corporation and is not organized for

the private gain of any person. It is organized under the Nonprofit Public Benefit Corporation Law
for charitable purposes.

B. The specific purposes of this corporation are:

1. To provide mental health assessments, information and referrals to families
in crises, regardless of financial or insurance status.

2. To receive contributions and to make donations to, dispense charitable
contributions through, and otherwise aid and support those organizations that qualify as
" exempt organizations under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (or
the corresponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue Law).

3. To have and to exercise all rights and power conferred on non-profit
corporations under the laws of the State of California, including the power to contract, rent,
buy or sell personal or real property.

ARTICLE |
Name, Principal Office, Purpose and Restrictions

Name. The name of the Foundation is the MIDDLEWAY HEALTH FOUNDATIONS, INC. (the
Foundation), a California nonprofit public benefit corporation organized for public purposes.

Principal Office. The Board of Directors (Board) shall determine the location of the principal office of
the Foundation.

Purpose. The specific purposes of the éorporation are to:

1. To provide mental health assessments, information and referrals to families in crises,
regardless of financial or insurance status.

2. To receive contributions and to make donations to, dispense charitable contributions
through, and otherwise aid and support those organizations that qualify as exempt
organizations under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (or the
corresponding provision of any future United States Internal Revenue Law).

3. To have and to exercise all rights and power conferred on nonprofit corporations under the
laws of the State of California, including the power to contact, rent, buy or sell personal and
real property.

Lobbying. No substantial part of the activities of the Foundations shall consist of the carrying on or
propaganda, or otherwise attempting to influence legislation (except as otherwise provided in
Subsection (h) of the 501(c)(3) Internal Revenue Code) and the corporation shall not participate in or
intervene in (including the publishing or distribution of statement concerning) any political campaign on
behalf of any candidate for public office.

Nothwithstanding any use of the word “members” in these Bylaws or by the Foundation,
this corporation shall have no members within the meaning of the Corporations Code.

Board of Directors. The Board is the Foundation’s governing body and has authority for the policy
direction of the Foundation.

Composition of the Board. The Board shall consist of four (4) voting Directors. All of the Directors
shall be appointed by the succeeding Board of Directors, subject to the requirements of these Bylaws
and any written criteria established by the Board.

Attendance Obligation. Directors missing three (3) consecutive regular Board meetings may be

removed from the Board. Participation by conference call is a recognized form of Board meeting
attendance, if absolutely necessary.

Term of Office. Director terms shall be one (1) year. A Director may serve for a maximum of three (3)
consecutive years as a Director. )

Vacancies. Vacancies shall be filled by majority vote of the Board of Directors.
Call to Meetings. The President, Vice-President or any two Directors may call a meeting of the Board.

Notice. The board may hold regular meetings without notice at the time and place for the regular
meetings fixed by the Board, and may hold emergency meetings with notice appropriate to the
circumstances, if any person authorized to call a meeting determines that an emergency exists and
calls an emergency meeting. The board may hold special meetings upon four days notice by first
class mail or 48 hours notice delivered personally or by telephone, facsimile or e-mail.

Quorum. A majority of the number of Directors authorized in these Bylaws, constitutes a quorum of the
Board for the transaction of business.

Board Action. Every act or decision done or made by a majority of the Directors present at a meeting
duly held at which a quorum is present is the act of the Board. The Board may adopt rules and
regulations which may supplement and interpret these Bylaws and shall be finding and enforceable to
the extent they are consistent with the Nonprofit Public Benefit Corporation Law and Section 501(c)(3)
of the Internal Revenue Code.

Strategic Plan. The Board shall support the development of and approve long range plans for the
activities of the Foundation, and will present these plans to the membership for comments and
approval.

Annual Budget. The Board shall adopt an annual Foundation budget.

Audit. An audit of the Foundations’ financial records will be conducted no less than once every two
years.

Action by Unanimous Written Consent Without a Meeting. Any action required or permitted to be taken
by the board under any provision of law may be taken without a meeting if all members of the Board
shall individually or collectively consent in writing or via e-mail to such action in the manner specified in
the California Nonprofit Corporation Law.

ARTICLE V
Officers

Officers. The Officers of the Foundations are the President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer
and such other officers as the Board may determine.

Qualifications. All Officers shall be Directors. If the Board designates other officers, it shall specify the
qualifications for each office.

Selection and Term of Office. The Board shall select each of the Officers and provide for the term of
office for each.

Officer Vacancies. The Board may fill Officer vacancies with Directors as it sees fit.

Duties. The Officers perform those duties assigned to them by the Board, including those duties which
the Board shall set forth in specific position descriptions for each Officer. The President shall serve as

the presiding Officer of the Board. In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall serve as
presiding officer.

Committees. The Board may create committees to which it may delegate various functions. The board
shall provide each such committee with a specific charge or mission statement to include a specific
definition of the committee’s authority.

The Foundation shall purchase and maintain insurance to the full extent determined
appropriate by the board on behalf of its agents against any liability asserted against or incurred by the
agent arising out of the agent’s status as such.

ARTICLE X

Dissolution

Dissolution. The Board may upon a two-thirds (2/3) majority vote dissolve the Foundation pursuant to
the California Nonprofit Public Benefit Corporations Law. Upon the dissolution or winding up of the
Foundation, its assets remaining after payment or provision for payment of all debts and liabilities of
this Foundation shall be distributed to a nonprofit fund, foundation or corporation which is organized
and operated exclusively for charitable purposes and which has established its tax exempt status under
Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code.

Amendment of Bylaws. The Bylaws may be amended by a majority vote of the Board, provided that the

nature of the proposed Bylaws change was delivered to each Director at least twenty (20) days prior to
the meeting at which the Bylaws amendment will be considered.
